Smith Says

Follows Clash 
With McCarthy 


WASHINGTON, July 24 ® — 
Undersecretary of State Walter 
Bedell Smith said today the gov- 
ernment’s new International Infor- 
mation Agency will be under orders:

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Milk Control Costs 


Are Too Expensive 


In fairness to the State Milk Con- 
trol Board, it should be pointed out 
that State Treasurer George Hamil- 
ton erred when he said the board is 
spending $250,000 a year. 

The annual audit made public this 
week reveals that the board spent only 
$113,550.38 for operations, that there 
was left a balance of $30,979 from the 
$144.530.13 in fees imposed on pro- 
ducers, distributors and others in the 
business. That is, in the 1952-53 fiscal 
year. 

Of the $113,550.38, the board direc 
tor, Charles G. Duncan Sr., and his 
son, Charles Jr., on the staff as an 
investigator, drew only $15,865 in sal- 
aries and travel allowances. 

(Mrs. Charles G. Duncan Sr. is not 
employed by the State Milk Board. She 
works for the State Senate during 
sessions. ) 

The question with the milk board 
is not so much how much it spent as 
it is how much did the industry and 
the public benefit from the expenditure. 

We feel that the answer in the minds 
of the public will coincide with that 
in our own—the results do not justify 
the cost. 


We Hope Ike’s Brother 
Spoke for President 


Although he was not speaking di- 
rectly for the Chief Executive, we can 
assume that Arthur Eisenhower was 
echoing the President’s sentiments in 
his blast at Las Vegas against Sen. Jo- 
seph McCarthy. 

It is quite true that the great in- 
quisitor has done his party no good but 
irreparable harm. It is equally true 
that he has damaged the United States 
at home and abroad. 

The book-burning episode and the 
dispatch of his personal investigators 
to Europe have done more than any 
two things to weaken United States 
leadership of the free world. They cast 
the dreaded shadow of thought control 
and of secret police, twin terrors that 
the free nations of Europe have had 
to defeat time and time again. 

McCarthy’s methods are totalitarian. 
While he has built himself up as the 
archenemy of communism, he is actu- 
ally its greatest benefactor in this coun- 
try. Our allies are quick to sense that 
the great America toward which they 
looked as champion of freedom and 
justice is itself not free of the totali- 
tarian menace. 

“Confused, uncertain, Europe of 1953 
sees America in the image of McCar- 
thy,” writes The Christian Science 
Monitor’s able Joseph C. Harsch, ‘“‘sees 
America not as the land of freedom 
but as the land of intolerance, not as 
a land of justice but as another nation 
doomed to pass through the ordeal of 
discovering that freedom and _ justice 
are inseparable.” 

We have watched the McCarthy 
course. We have seen him attack and 
slander innocent individuals; cast doubt 
and distrust about government agencies 
and able public officials; destroy con- 
fidence of the American people in their 
government: set group against group 
as his vicious slanders spread poison 
and hate throughout the land. He has 
not spared the Eisenhower administra- 
tion. He attempted to take over the 
State department and almost succeeded. 
He has now become the instrument 
through which the Protestant church 
has been brought under suspicion and 
inquisition. His hate campaign spreads. 
He is now moving in on the highly valu- 
able and secret Central Intelligence 
Agency. 

The time has come to end this busi- 
ness of McCarthyism.

home. Totalitarianism is the same, 
whether it be communism or totali- 
tarian anticommunism.

Growing Private Debt 
Has Seeds of Danger 


Although not particularly alarmed 
in view of the continued high indi- 
vidual incomes in the country, econo- 
mists warn us that the continued growth 
of American private debt poses a dan- 
ger. The total of indebtedness by 
householders has tripled since 1945 and 
is still growing. 

The private debt total of $24,000,- 
000,000 in 1945 had grown to $84,000.,- 
000,000 early this year. The low 1945 
figure, of course, can be attributed to 
high incomes during the war and the 
scarcity of items for which people nor- 
mally go into debt. The figures today 
are no higher in relation to total income 
than in the 1930s.

during the first quarter of this year 
had reached a total of $5,316 after taxes. 
Savings, too, in relation to total indebt- 
edness presents a safe outlook. 

However, the growing debt repre- 
sents the difference between incomes 
and consumer desires. Higher costs of 
living make it increasingly difficult for 
people to afford that new car and the 
multiplicity of gadgets American indus- 
try is providing in ever-growing quan- 
tities. While the average citizen has 
shown considerable resistance to get- 
ting over his head, his debts still grow. 

All of which adds up to a warning. 
When debt becomes too high, a period 
of liquidation usually follows. In this 
country those periods have been called 
depressions. Our 1929 experience should 
prove to us that a top-heavy private 
debt structure can lead to disastrous 
consequences.

While the American public is slow 
to realize this, particularly when spe- 
cia] interest groups continuously con- 
fuse the issue, the difference between 
full employment and prosperity in this 
country lies in our being able to dis- 
pose of surplus products in foreign mar- 
kets. However, if we close our doors 
to imports of manufactured goods from 
other industrial countries, they simply 
cannot earn the dollars to purchase 
those goods. 

We are feeling the pinch already. 
Exports of farm products have dropped 
a third below 1951-52, with cotton, 
wheat, flour and tobacco slipping rap- 
idly. Cotton has dropped most—57 per 
cent. Those products we formerly ex- 
ported are piling up in government 
warehouses as surplus. 

President Eisenhower has won a 
great victory. He has been allowed to 
retain a major weapon in the cold war 
chess game with the Communists which 
is moving rapidly to a new major bat- 
tlefield in the economic sphere.

The President apparently thought that 
he had made the needs clear at a White 
House breakfast conference with members 
of the House appropriations committee a 
few days ago. Subsequently, the commit- 
tee came out with the sum cut sharply 
below the $5,139,000,000 which the adminis- 
tration sought, and it was immediately recs 
ognized that this would not suit the Presi- 
dent. 
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conference about an hour and a half before 
the House took up the bill Wednesday. 
That was relayed promptly to the Capitol 
and was repeated on the floor during debate. 
However, the leadership did not accept the 
cue. The tip-off of its attitude came from 
Floor Leader Halleck at the very beginning 
of the House session when he said: 

“Of course, there will undoubtedly be 
some amendments to reduce it (the appro- 
priation) and some amendments to increase 
it, but my impression at the moment is that 
probably the bill will go through pretty 
much as it has been reported by the com- 
mittee.”’ 

That was notice that the House leader- 
ship would follow the committee instead 
of the President, and that is exactly what 
Floor Leader Halleck did in voting on 
amendment after amendment. The vain 
fight for the President was made, instead, 
by Representative Javits (Rep., N. Y.), an 
almost single-handed enterprise. 

The lackadaisical attitude of the Re- 
publican leadership becomes apparent by 
contrast with the Democratic House lead- 
ership on similar critical issues in the two 
preceding Democratic regimes. Frequently 
Sam Rayburn, then speaker, now minority 
floor leader, would take the floor himself. 

Typical of the questionable bills permit- 
ted by: the House leadership to get right 
of way was the Miller-Dondero measure to 
hand over development of Niagara Falls 
power to five private utility companies 
which the leadership shoved through quickly 
one afternoon recently. This measure is 
contrary to policy established far back 
and, as Gov. Thomas E. Dewey of New 
York told. the Senate public works commit- 
tee in protesting it, Congress has not en- 
acted such a measure handing over public 
resources to private companies in 40 years.

Depends on How 
You Mean ‘Broke’ 


The political scenery has broken out 
this week in a thicket of question marks, 
all directed toward determining whether or 
not the state is broke. This’ speculation 
Springing from the area of prospective gu- 
bernatorial candidates has its interesting 

suncmwuns aspects, some political, 
Sse «6©some fiscal, and some 
in between. 

Obviously, the red 
ink department is not 
unduly exercised at the 
State Capitol. This is 
apparent for two rea- 
sons: (1) The Georgia 
Constitution forbids the 
state’s going into, debt 
and (2) there is no body 
of creditors pressing at 

the Treasury doors. 

State Auditor B. E. Thrasher gives what 
sounds like a logical answer to the broke 
question. He says: 

“That depends on what yoy mean by 
broke. We are not broke in that we are 
living within our income. We have cut the 
budget to do so. However, if you make a re- 
quest for $2,000,000 for expanded services, 
we are too broke to finance it.’’ 

Much of the debate of the state’s finan- 
cial fitness has as yet failed to recognize 
the capital improvement in the state of 
Georgia. This aspect is partly political in 


that it comes under the category of the

with pride. | 

Regardless of the condition of the Capi- 
tol’s till, one must recognize that the capi- 


. tal holdings of the state and of its people 


have gone up tremendously in recent years. 
There are millions in hospitals, health cen- 
ters, roads and schools today where there 
was not a dime a short time ago. 

This capital improvement underscores 
the appreciation value of the state stock of 
Georgia. There may be a lack of liquid as- 
sets, but the plant has been many-fold im- 
proved. Many successful businesses plow 
their income back into expansion. 

This is not put forward to reflect to the 
gilt-edged glory of the Talmadge adminis- 
tration. It merely is a statement of the 
actual happening. 

No doubt there are legitimate criticisms 
of the state’s financial condition. For in- 
stance, one prospective candidate men- 
tioned the thousands of dollars expended by 
the Milk Control board. He implied this 
outlay was being wasted in a field where 
control would come naturally. 

Also there probably are state employees 
sitting around doing practically nothing. At 
the same time, there are many other em- 
ployees doing their jobs well. 

All in all, the appearance is that the 
state has taken in a lot of money and has 
spent a lot of money, and we have a good 
bit to show for the expenditure. Whether 
it all matches out penny for penny is a 
moot question, with the answer more in the 
actuary field than in the political.

Tke’s ‘Must’ Bills Dampen Prospects 
Of Congress Adjourning by July 31 


WASHINGTON—Plans of Republican 
leaders for adjourning Congress by the 
end of this month apparently have been 
tossed out the window. 


Eisenhower has laid down a broadened 
legislative program consisting of 10 ‘‘must”’ 
bills on which he is insisting action be 
taken before the _ ses- 
sion ends. It would be 
a miracle for Congress 
to dispose of the pro- 
gram before the July 
31 adjournment goal. 

Likelihood is that 
the session will run far 
into August and per- 
haps to September 1, if 
aH the ‘‘must’’ legis- 
lation is taken up. Sev- 
eral of the bills seem 
bound to stir up spirited controversy, par- 
ticularly the proposed increase in postal 
rates, the displaced persons immigration 
bill and the extension of the Reciprocal 
Trade Agreements Act. 


Enough work remains, on the vdrious 
appropriations bills. alone to keep Con- 
gress busy for the rest of the month. These 
of necessity have to be acted upon. 


Congress, the record shows, can work 
fast when the spirit moves it. It has been 
known to put through considerable legisla- 
tion in short order when there was some 
compelling reason. Aside from the pend- 
ing appropriations bills, there is no note of 
emergency in any of the measures listed 
by the President, so things are expected to 
coast along in the usual way. 


In asking that some of the more con- 
troversial items on his program be ap- 
proved before the session ends Eisenhower 
and his political advisers probably were 
thinking of the situation at the next ses- 


sion beginning in January. Even should 
Congress complete the present program, 
there still would’ be left a substantial 
amount of legislation to be taken up. 

Among the subjects to be dealt with 
then are tax revisions, amendment of the 
Taft-Hartley labor law, promised organized 
labor in the last campaign; extended cov- 
erage of the Social Security Act and an- 
other extension of the Reciprocal Trade 
Agreements Act. 

All that and more is to be superimposed 
on the regular appropriations bills. Con- 
gress always gets away slow at a new 
session and Republican leaders fear little 
will be accomplished before time to ad- 
journ in early summer in preparation for 
next year’s campaign. 

The party, it is felt, 
go into the campaign with a record of 
little accomplishment. Republicans are 
worried, as it is, over their ability to retain 
control of Congress with the popular Presi- 
dent not on the ticket. 

Seasoned heads in the party take the 
realistic view that after meeting in January, 
the next session will not get down to work 
in earnest before spring. The annual supply 
bills will consume most of the time up to 
July. By then the urge of members to quit 
and return home will be strong, consider- 
ing it will be a campaign year and most 
will face hot contests. 

That is thought to be the reason Eisen- 
hower wants to get as much done this ses- 
sion as possible. It will make things easier 
for the administration next year. The only 
alternative is the original proposal made 
earlier by Senator Taft, that Congress re- 
cess at the end of July and come back in 
the fall to wind up its affairs. Otherwise, it 
seems unavoidable that the national leg- 
islators remain at their posts of duty dur- 
ing the hot summer months.

‘Mickey is practically correct in that,’’ recalled Sammy. 
“When I played for Seattle on the coast, Grasso was the regular 


catcher and I was his sub. But Mickey got into the most violent | 


squabbles with the umpires and they kept tossing him out on his 
ear. I can’t remember how many times he got the gate but it was 
something like 25 times and cost him a record $1,000 in fines. 
However, it gave me more work than I ever expected to get. 


If Mickey’s boiling point had been higher, maybe I'd still be on | 


the coast.’’ 


—They Were Watching Him in High School 


White’s estimate of his abilities is far too modest. Torchy Tor- 
rance. the Seattle owner, first saw him catching in high school 
and fell for him. Torchy watched him through the University of 
Washington and got very mad with the Washington coach for 
playing White at first base instead of behind the plate. At the end 
of Sammy’s junior season, Torrance signed him to a Seattle con- 
tract and three months later sold him to the Red Sox for $75,000. 


The Bosox left him there but wanted him to play every 
day. Grasso wasn’t getting bounced quite that often. So Sammy 
was shifted to Louisville, batted a rousing .182 and was 
dropped to a lower classification, Oneonta, where—of all 
things—he played the outfield. In both 1950 and 1951 he reached 
the Sarasota training camp but later was farmed out. 


“My big bPeak, though,”” admitted Sammy, ‘‘was that I 
roomed with Birdie Tebbetts one spring. It was an educational | 
experience. I learned more from Birdie in a couple of months 
than I could have learned by myself in a couple of years of minor 


league play.”’ 


—Handled Parnell by Remote Control. 


Not long ago Mel Parnell of the Red Sox shut out the Yankees. 
The box score said that White was the catcher. But Sammy him- 
self seemed to think that Tebbetts had caught the game by remote 


control. 


Mel's best pitch is his fast ball,”” said Sammy by way 
of explanation. ‘“‘But he couldn’t get it over the plate. That’s 
when I remembered something Birdie had told me at Sarasota. 
‘When a pitcher has trouble with his control,’ he had said, 
‘that’s when you should call for a pitch that he can control, 
no matter whether or not it’s his best pitch.’ So I kept calling 
for Parnell’s curve until he was out of trouble. Then he re- 
gained control of his fast one.’ 

White has been the regular Red Sox catcher for only a bit 
more than a year. He hurdled over the brittle Gus Niarhos into the 
No. 1 spot and no one has threatened to budge him since. The 
amazing thing about him is that he has been able to instill such 
confidence in his calls to all the pitchers. 

In the beginning, he let the old-timers call their own game and 
only bossed the young ones. One rookie pitcher obeyed his sign 
once and saw a home run ball sail out of the park. 

“I didn’t want to throw that pitch,”’ he said afterward. 


‘“‘Any time you feel that way about a call of mine,” said 
Sammy pleasantly, ‘‘you merely have to move your head from 
side to side in a no. That’s something Tebbetts taught me. 
I'll change the sign for you, most willingly.’’ 


There is no telling how far this youngster will go. He’s big, 
strong, quick, courageous, combative and intelligent. He’s an al- 
most flawless receiver already. Once his hitting ‘matches his field- 
ing he seems sure to rank, as Boudreau predicts, with ‘‘the great

Mancuso reserves that acco- 
lade, of course, for Carl Hub- 
bell, Gus’ great batterymate in 
the Giants’ 1930-glory years. To 
Mancuso, Hubbell was and al- 
ways will be “in a class by 
himself.’’ 

‘‘Leave Hubbell out,’’ Man- 
cuso said, ‘‘and Roberts is as 
good as any other pitcher I’ve 
ever seen. He's strong, he’s 
got control, he’s a great com- 
petitor and he’ll probably win 
30 games this season.”’ 

Roberts, with a 16-6 record, 
is four games ahead of the 
pace at which he scored 28 
victories last season. With 211 
innings pitched, he is a cinch 
to work 380 to 400 innings by 
the end of the season. No big 
league pitcher has worked 400 
innings in a single season since 
1908 when Ed Walsh appeared 
in the astonishing total of 464.

Late Risers 


Should Eat 
Breakfast

Breakfast is an important 
meal in weight control. But in 
my enthusiasm for a_ good 
breakfast; I seem to have com- 
pletely overlooked the prob- 
lem of the late riser. Some 
of you inquire if you should 
eat a full meal in the middle 
of the morning with lunchtime 
so near. 

The type of breakfast need- 
ed may depend partly on your 
schedule, but more important 
on your present food habits. 
For you career girls whose 
business day begins later in 
the morning than usual, with 
luncheon conferences sched- 
uled frequently, perhaps fruit 
juice and coffee on rising will 
suffice. The test is. . . do you 
eat an energy-sustaining lunch, 
with emphasis on the protec- 
tive foods, that would give you 
the same benefits as a good 
breakfast? 

The crux of the matter is 
this: Many of you. slight 
breakfast and imagine that 
you go very light on calories. 
On the contrary, you have 
more calories in toast, sweet 
buns or doughnuts than you 
would have in fruit juice, eggs, 
a thin slice of toast, and cof- 
fee. 

This “‘light’” breakfast spoils 
your appetite for the protec- 
tive fodds at lunch, and again 
you eat. calorie-high foods 
which neither afford good nu- 
trition nor stick to the ribs. 
Poor nutrition is the most com- 
mon céuSse of overweight. 

You late risers, whatever 
your schedule, have a_ better 
chance of controlling your 
weight if you do not slight 
the protective foods, overeat 
on fattening foods or habitual- 
ly eat between meals. 

And for the scheduled eight 
*hours a day worker, there is 
no doubt that a morning meal 
makes for a better day.
